The city council, in régulai1 se: 
sion Tuesday night, launched a 
program for a new sewer projeci 
in the southeastern part ut the 
city. The new sewer is designed 
to relieved storm water conges­ 
tion during heavy rains, and to 
atke care of that part of the city 
which is now Without adequate 
storm water relief. 
The proposed sewer will extend 
from the B. and O. railroad, 
south in the center of Julian 
street on a straight ilne to the 
i river. Several laterals will extend 
from the sewer to points as far 
west as Fourth 
and 
Morgan 
streets to take care of surface 
water. 
The sewer will b e constructed 
large enough to care for future 
water supplies from the territory 
north of the railroad in the 
neighb orhood of Fifth and Sixth 
street on a straight line to the 
tearing out of dips in several of 
the streets, as proper drainage 
will b e had, and the low places in 
the paved streets made level. 
The contemplated cost of the 
J project will b e around $20,000. 
Two other sewer projects are 
pending and the plans are to em­ 
b ody all three in one contract 
so that a b etter price can b e ob ­ 
tained on a comb ined letting. 
The other two projects are in 
the vicinity of Main and Eighth 
streets, and on West Third street 
near the Big Four railroad. 
The council had only routine 
work for the rest of its session. 
A petition for a sidewalk was 
granted John Frazee and four­ 
teen other property owners in 
North Morgan street. The side^ 
walk will b e b uilt on the west 
side of the street, extending 
north from Eleventh street 
¿o 
Fourteenth street. The engineer 
was ordered to draw up the plans 
and specifications for this im ­ 
provement.

A withering heat wave which 
has held the Eastern states in 
its grip for the past six days con­ 
tinued 
unab ated 
today 
with 
temperatures running from one 
to seven degrees higher than at 
the same hours yesterday. Num­ 
erous deaths and prostrations 
have b een reported. 
In New York and the metropo­ 
litan area, which experienced 
the hottest weather of the sum­ 
mer yesterday at 93 degrees, the 
mercury indicated still higher 
altitude would b e made b efore 
the day was over. 
At 7 a. m., the thermometer 
registered 80 in New York City 
which was seven degrees higher 
than at the same hour Tuesday. 
The mercury climb ed steadily 
until at 11 a. m., it touched 86, 
three degrees warmer than yes­ 
terday. 
New Jersey, which reported 
six deaths from the heat yester­ 
day, 
and 
experienced 
record 
tem peratures for June 18, ex­ 
pected still higher records to­ 
day. In Newark authorities is­ 
sued a warning to citizens to use 
water sparingly as danger of a 
shortage exists. 
Some New England cities re­ 
ported higher temperatures to­ 
day. The mercury registered at 
84 degrees in Philadelphia at 8 
a. m., the highest in the nation, 
at the same hour it was 36 at 
Flagstaff, Ariz., the lowest.

Columb us, Ohio, June 19—(/P) 
—Dr. James Snook, dismissed 
professor who posed as the hus­ 
b and of Theora Hix, 24, slain 
Ohio State University coed, free­ 
ly discussed his relations with 
the girl and advanced his own 
theories of murder in the first 
interview 
granted 
b y officials 
who today held him for investi­ 
gation as they continued their 
hunt for evidence. 
Snook has b een lodged in jail 
with Marion T. Meyers, a mem­ 
b er of the university horticul­ 
tural experimental staff, since a 
few hours after the girl’s b ody 
was found iast Friday. Meyers is 
a former suitor. 
By permission Snook talked to 
a group of newspapermen of the 
girl’s relations with himself and 
Meyers, of her character, and of 
the strange slaying which sud­ 
denly disclosed that the girl, 
known as*a quiet student, had 
estab lished extraordinary asso­ 
ciations b efore she was b eaten 
and stab b ed to death last Thurs­ 
day night. He thought a chance 
acquaintance on an automob ile 
ride might have killed her. 
Federal officers have undei in­ 
vestigation 
evidence 
leading 
them to b elieve she might have 
b een a peddler of narcotics, and 
Snook, who said he knew her 
intimately professed to b e mys­ 
tified b y her taxi-cab rides, de­ 
scrib ed in statem ents to investi­ 
gators. 
“Our affair was not a fool, silly 
love affair," he said. “Once she 
said she would not marry me on 
a b et, even if I didn’t have a wife 
and child. I was willing to quit 
whenever she said so. I was do­ 
ing everything for her own good. 
“I’m inclined to b elieve she 
took a ride with some one. She 
had changed in the last year or 
so and she got the idea she knew 
a lot ab out people and could 
Handle* them. 
I know of one 
ride she took and had to scrap 
to get out of it. She was lonely 
and under certain conditions if 
she had nothing to do she might 
go for a ride with a casual ac­ 
quaintance." 
Snook then told of her fiiend- 
ship for Meyers. He and the girl 
separated for a time b ut came 
b ack together, he said, when she 
b roke with Meyers. 
“Afterward 
she 
said 
she 
missed 
automob ile rides with 
him ,” Snook asserted. 
It was 
during this time that she shared 
a room with him. while m ain­ 
taining a room at a b roading 
house and still another at the Y. 
W. C. A. 
He said that they had planned 
to b reak up their meetings this 
week, since he was leaving on a 
vacation and declared that was 
his reason for giving up the 
room last Friday.
